BEE.KEEPERS REAPED 
RICH CASH HARVEST 


EDMONTON—Honey production in 
Alberta during 1927 totalled 300,000 
pounds, according to statistics com- 
piled under the direction of Hon, 
George Hoadley, minister of agricul- 
jure. This is an increase of 85,000 
pounds 1926, when production 
totalled 215,000, 

The value of the 1927 production 
was $60,000 as compared to $36,550 in 
1926, 

lloney 
a pound in 1927 as against 17 cents 
in 1926, This is greatly in excess of 
the amount received by eastern manu. 
facturers, where 10 cents is consider- 
ed high, 

The number of colonies of “hives” 
increased from 2,560 in 1926 to 3,450 
in 1927, while the value of the bees 
increased from $48,093 in 1926 to $81,; 
365 in 1927, 

Production per colony or hive dur 
ing 1927 was 90 pounds, against 84 in 
1926. 

The main centres of production were 
Edmonton, Fort Saskatchewan, Beaver

Extracted and crystallized products 
were the more important. 

During 1927 Alberta honey produc’
